Hditor, The News, 
-Red Deer, Alberta. 
Sir,— 
‘The clergyman who has cwnhitten to 
~. The News regarding Mrs. Eddy and 
~Christian Science, asks, “Why ~ did 
‘she engage the Rev. James Henry 
‘Wiggin, a. Unitarian miinister of Bos- 
ton, to edit her writings and put them 
in literary form?” This was not the 
“purpose for which she engaged him; 
“mor was this the work he @id for 
Eddy. Rev. Mr. Wiggiin,. who 
was a retired clergyman, was at that 
time ‘a proof reader for the Univer- 
sity ‘Press. Mrs. Eddy employed 
him for the purpose of proof-reading, 
and for some other necessary detatl 
work, including the preparation of an 
index for Science and Health. Mr. 
-Wiggin has expressed appreciation of 
the privilege of having been employ- 
ed by Mrs. Eddy for this purpose. 
: The critic’s statement ito ithe effect 
that one of Mr. Wiggiinis sermons was 
inserted in Science and Health in a 
chapter entitled ‘‘Wayside Hints” {s 
also erroneous. Those who knew Mr: 
Wiggin personally have borne ample 
testimony to the fact that he acknow- 
ledged that Mrs. Eddy was the sole 
author of Science and Health. Any- 
one «vho is acquainted :with Mrs. 
Eddy’s teaching and her literary 
style, and who reads this chapter 
ertitled ‘Wayside Hints,” tm the 
early editions, recognizes without 
any difficulty Mrs. Bddy’s characteris- 
tic.expression. A large part of this 
chapter is now embodied in Science 
and Health im the chapter entitled 
“The Apocalypse.” 

The clerical critic speaks of a man 
who had studied Christian Science 
and then turned from it. Where these 
isolated imstances occur they may 
serve to illustrate that the imicidents 
in the early history of Christianity 

_are being repeated. Following the 
Master’s enunciation of cléar spiritual 
truths’ that could not besgrasped by 
tthe carnal mind, we read; “From that 
time many of His disciples went back, 
and walked no more with Him” 
(John 6:66). This was no reflection 
on Jesus’ teaching but simply proves 
that only those who are ready for 
Truth can accept it. 

Another cnitic asks what the Chris-. 
tiam Science Ichurch is doing ‘ito car- 
ry out our Master’s command to 
preach the gospel to every creature, 
as regards ithe heathen of other 
lands.” Christian Scientists accept 
this. command of Jesus Christ very 
conscientiously. Branches of The 
Mother church are established not only 
-throughout the United States. and 
Canada, South America, Burope, Aus- 
tralia, and New Zealand, but also in 
some parts of Africa, Chima, India 
and the Philippine Islands. From 
thesepoints all over the world this 

- new-old message of Christian healing 
is reaching out with peace and good- 
will to suffering humanity. It is 
plain, therefore, (fiat the Christian 

~ Science church is at least a8 diligent 
as other dencminationsin reachinthg e 
needy of other lands. 

Gtill another critic expresses ‘the 
pellef that, if people twere “taught to 
think,” Christian Science would not 
have the rapid and extensive growth 
$t has. If people -have mot been 


‘taught to think sufficiently: well ‘by! 


the-.usual eduadtionial system, we 


 phould rejoice. that this lack fs being ‘ 


made up by Christian Science, which 
clearly teaches the rules of right 
thinking. Fuller. freedom of thought 
is an’ evidente of tthe fertile soil 
which Christian Science cultivates 
and in- which it thrives. ‘Christian 
Scence Societi¢és have been establish- 
ed: im Harvard Un 
Universities of California, of Chicagio, 
of Illinois (at Urbana), of Michigan, 
of Nebraska, of Washimgtom and of 
Wilsconsin,.and in Cornell ‘and Colum- 
bia Universities in New York-State; 
also at Stmmons, Radcliffe, Smith and 
Wellesley Colleges in Massachusets. 
If, as-the critic states, the “United 
States has in the past fallen short in 
the matiter of educating “her farmers’ 


daughters,” she ts now making up for 


iit in some measure, and some of them 
are studying Christian Science in con- 
junction with their other helpful and 
necessary studifes. Apart from his 
mistaken sense of Christian Science, 
this critiic makes a very worthy appeal 
regarding ‘the place of religfon in the 
schools.. The foregoing facts show 
that gratifying steps of progress are 
‘being made in this respect. 

The first-mentiioned clerical critic 
has freely quoted statements regard- 
ing Mrs. Eddy, which have ibeen made 
‘by am individual.who ichose as his miis- 
guided duty the unprofitable task of 
maligning Mrs. Eddy and. Christian 
Science.. These statements form a 
strange and striking contrast to the 
words of those who knew Mrs. Eddy 
and had an opportunity to form a 
proper estimate of her character and 
life. Mre. Eddy lived itm Concord, 
N.H., for many years, and at a: meet- 
ing of the mayor and aldermen on 
December 26, 1910, these city officials 
expressed in a resolution their appre- 
ciation of Mrs. Eddy as a woman and 
as a citizen in these words, “Mrs. 
Eddy was distinguished ‘by public 
spirit, deep genercsity, wide charity, 
and tender and thoughtful helpful- 
ness, and, it seems filtting nd ap- 
propriate ‘that «we, the .mayor and 
the board of aldermen and tthe com- 
mon council of the city of Concord, 
take some action in behalf of our citi- 
zens to express our appreciation of 
her residence among us and our es- 
teem of her character.” 1

wan delegates had definite views and 
were about equally divided as -.be- 
tween Wheat Board or Wheat~ Pool. 
The Alberta delegates all . wanted 
something, but hardly knew Just 
what. 

Mr. Crerar seemed inclined to 
throw cold water on the Board propo- 
sition; he was critical of government 
Boards in general -and favored co- 
operation instead. The U.F.A. con- 
vention in Calgary had supported. 
the Board idea. 

In the matter of salaries, it had 
been showm that the salaries of men 
like Mr. Crerar and Mr. Rice Jones 
were not based on the cost of living, 
but on their value, like other men 
who have reached the top of the 
ladder. It was not known whether 
Mr. Crerar would draw the $10,000 
salary for beimg Leader of the Op- 
position or not, and that ould not be 
taken into consideration -by the 
Convention. :
